What would happen if officials of the American Federa-. 
tion of Labor urged every worker in the United States to) 
violate a law which the federation for some reason didn’t like? | 

One does not need to guess what would happen. It is a 
certainty that every newspaper in the land would be crying | 
“anarchist,” or “Bolshevik,” or whatever term the editor, 
thought would best describe a “felonious assault’’ on Amer- | 
ican institutions. | 

But the press of the nation is, with a few shining excep-| 
tions, maintaining a stony silence in the face of the National 
Association of Manufacturers’ open announcement that em- 
ployers should violate Section 7-A—the collective bargaining 
provisions—of the Recovery Act. 

The anti-union bosses have raised a fundamental issue: | 
“If a wealthy employer can ignore a law, or “‘interpret’’ it, 
why shouldn't the rest of us have the same privilege?” | 

After extended debate, and by substantially unanimous | 
vote, congress passed the National Recovery Act. Business | 
was granted many valuable privileges, including the right to| 
“organize without limit,’” to use the words of General John- | 
son, former NRA administrator. | 

The workers’ right to organize was also recognized, and | 
employers were directed to keep hands off the unions. | 

Now the employers—at least, those represented by the | 
N. A. M.—openly declare their intention to accept all the | 
benefits granted them by the law while brazenly nullifying | 
the sections which protect labor. | 

Of course, organized labor will resist such a proposal to | 
the limit. And in taking such a stand organized labor is| 
entitled to the sympathy and active support of all fair-minded 
Americans, including President Roosevelt and all the mem- 
bers of his administration. 


BANKERS MADE MILLIONS BUT INVESTORS LOST 


The American government and the American people have | 
had a lot of practice in holding the bag on both private and 
public foreign debts—but American “international bankers” 
are never caught in that uncomfortable position. 

From 1896 to 1933 the bankers who sold foreign bonds 
in America pocketed $2,000,000,000 in discounts and com- 
missions. That money is still in their pockets, though Amer- 
ican bond buyers have little hope of getting back a big part 
of their billions. 

Even the billions which J. P. Morgan & Co. and other 
bankers loaned to the Allies before America entered the war, 
are safely roosting in their safes, while the U. S. government 
waits hopelessly for England, France and the other countries | 
to come across. Our first war-time “Liberty Bond" issues 
were used to pay off Morgan and his friends.

White House Statement Issued 
The white house statement on

jthe thirty-six-hour work week in

|industry, effective December 1.’ ‘The
